In spite of the series of mishaps 
that diaabled one machine altogether 
and made frequent repairs necessary 
on the other, the aviation meet given 
with Prowse biplanes by the busi- 
ness men of Hopkinsville. was com- 
pleted Saturday afternoon with but 
slight changes in the three days' pro- 
gram. The flrat flights were made 
lace in the afternoon Thursday, afttr 
a break in the engine of the passen- 
ger machine had been repaired after 
working on ft all dayl Two or three 
niqe flights were made over the field 
by Aviator De Lloyd Thompson. In 
the last one another accident in 
alighting disabled the propeler. but 
the damage was promptly repaired 
and 2,000 people witnessed three 
successful flighrs Friday evening. In 
the last of these another break oc- 
curred in the same part that had 
been repaired, some bolts being 
broken off. These were replaced 
and the annoonecBMBt wns made 
that the machine would be ready for 
uae again by four o'clock Saturday 
afternoon. Several thovaand people 
were on hand for this program, but 
it was about five o'clock before the 
first flight was made. Mr. Thomp- 
son first made a straight ffl^t the 
length of the big field and alighting 
at the south end rose again and flew 
to the starting point, clearing the 
ground probably fifty feet. ^AJmoet 
immediately he mnde tha aueond 
flight, this time turning in the air at 
the south end and gradually ricing to 
about 300 feat and after circling the 
field and a corn field to the weet. 
alighted without mishap, but report- 
ed that there had boon aei ions trou- 
ble in turning the machine due to a 
hitch of some kind in the rudder. 
This trouble was adjusted by Meaera. 
Stumpf and Snepherd and Prof. H. 
G. Brownell, who had t>een giving 
valuable assistance in repairing the 
variuus breaks. A third flight was 
then made. This time GeorgeStumpf . 
the meehanic who helped Judge 
Prowse build the machine, being 
taken up as a passenger. This flight 
was tlie length ot the field and 
turn and was without mishap. 

The fourth flight was mada right 
away. Mayor Chaa. M. Ilaaeham tak- 
ing Mr. Stumpf's place in the pas 
senger's seat. About tho swne 
eouree waa followed and the asaehfte 
returned to the starting point after 
a pretty flight. On this trip there 
waoaaHghtbradilntlM wMng un- 
der the engine and there was a de- 
lay of an hour in lixing it. Tj^e 
crowd waited patiently. howatS i 
hungry for more and about seven 
o'clock the fifth flight was made with 
Miia Joknaen. a young wenun of 
Chicago, who aspires to be an avia- 
trix. IS tha paaaaager. Upon r«jtaro> 
ing Mra. J. H. Whaiey. of Memphis, 
a sifUHn-law of Judge Prowse. was 
ngapapsiger. it than being 
almoat to a dark to sea tha maebina. 
The machine did not work well on

Any anclant bird can be Blmmered 
until the neat will part from the 
bones, bttt aay youag chicken can be 
boilad as toagh aa the proverbial old 
ben— the aeat eUaglng to tk« bones 
and aetfolag to ba att boat sat ten- 
don. 

The best way to start the prepared 
chicken is to pour belling water over 
It, let it boil up for a few brief min- 
ute* — five is usually about all It will 
■land — then lesRen the fire. Skte and 
keep oovered while cooking. 

Do not aalt the water to start with, 
aa onr oUMashleaed recipes told ua to 
do. Put the aatt la whsa tte ^clceo 
ie half dene. A good cook with the 
knark can do almoat anything in this 
■way, and spoil neither the broth nor 
the bouUll, but there are others who 
must follow rules to the letter. 

To inaor* greater tenderness, some 
eoOks mb their boiling chicken with a 
lenoB before patting It on to cook. 
Others put a tabkapoon or two of 
vinegar into the water. Neither of 
these things do any harm, and either 
may lessen any rank quality present. 
But they are not absolutely necessary 
to the securing of a tender product. 

Notice that It la the pot for boiling 
rather than the stewpan. There is 
Just as much dUterence In the boiling 
of things In a thick iron pot, which 
holds the heat and' diatrlbatas even 
gas beat, as between the thin bot- 
tomed frying pan and one thick bot 
tomed. For very quick cooking the 
thin-bottomed frying l an Is out of the 
question, as we know, because a meat 
will huin BO quickly in It. 

We have a greater number of uses 
for Odd chicken in summer than in 
winter, aad, by the way. it is general- 
ly better to let oar skkkos oo<d in 
the llqnor In which It was eeoked and 
euy In It until we are ready to nae 
It 

If there Is one thing more than an- 
other concerning which tastes differ, 
it Is in the making of this salad. The 
amount of celery aaed vartea from 
one-third as much as chicken to one 
and a half ttntes as much celery as 
meat Bquol parts at chicken, celery 
and cabbage are someMmsa used, and 
the dreaslnga are legion, from the 
expensive mayonnaise to the tnezpen- 
Blve boiled dressings. The salad may 
alBo be garnished to suit the taste. 
Some of the older garnishes were 
boiled beets and hard boiled eggs, 
which a Japanese cook will turn into 
roeee, tnllpa and aome quite uniden- 
tifiable bloesoms. plus checksr wori' 
and varkms parvietry.

6. Clean vessels only should be i 
used for holding milk Fold by niea.-;- i 
are. These should have tight-fitting ' 
covers. 

7. Never mis fresh aad stale milk, 
as all becomes tainted or sour la a 

short time 

8. Milk slightly sour can be sweet- 
ened by the a<Klltion of a small 
amount of lime water. Pasteurization 
win add to its keeping quality. This 
latter la not good policy, but la a rem- 
edy for a common evil. 

9. Do not buy milk because It la 
cheap, for usually it ia the ^eareet la 
tbe end.

NOTED AU THOR, B UT INSANE 

Alaxandcr Cruden, Who CompMad F» 
moua Concordance, Waa in tha 
Madhouae Several Timea. 

Alexander Cruden, author of 
CriKh n's Concordance of the IToly 
Scriptures," was born at Alirrdocn 
in 1701, waa educated at Marichal 
college, where he took his M. A. He 
developed symptoms of insanity, 
however, and was placed in confine- 
ment. On his release he left Aber- 
deen and for ten years waa a tutor, 
finally in 1732 setting himself up ae 
a bookseller in Ixjndon. In 1737 he 
published his Concordance, dedicat 
ed to Queen Caroline, who promised 
to "remember him." The queen 
died a few days later, however, and 
("niden soon relapsed into insanity, 
and for ten weeks was confined to a 
madhoase. He suffered another se 
rioua mental relapse in 1753. His 
later years he spent going up andl 
down the country reproving by voice I 
and pen the nation's sins of Sabbath 
breaking and profanity. He waa 
just about to visit his native city 
when he died at his prayers in his 
lodgings at Islington, November 1, 
1770.
